Since the Abbey Theatre first staged it 
nearly twenty years ago, this play must 
have been produced by amateur dramatic 
societies in almost every county of Ire- 
land. It is probably the most popular 
one-act play ever written by an Irish play- 
wricht. 

And it has gone far outside Ireland. It 
has been broadcast in England. and 
America many times ; it has appeared time 
and again in collections of one-act plays 
in England and America; and it is the 
representative play for Ireland in a new 
collection of play s, edited by the 
American dramatist, Percival Wilde. 

Mr. Bernard Duffy, the author, is‘ a 
member of the Irish Bar. He was once a 
familiar figure in Dublin,. but for years 
past he has lived in Carrickmacross. 

He has written other plays and some 
novels, “The Counter Charm” and 
“The Piper of Tavran’’ were staged at 
the Abbey Theatre, and ‘‘ The Wagon and 
the Star ” was presented some eight or 
nine years ago by the Civil Service 
Players 

Now, according to the information given 
in Mr. Percival Wilde’s book, he is en- 
gaged on some new plays and another 
novel. I wonder if-any of them will rival 
the success of “ The Coiner,.”’

Nearly: everyone has at some time or 
other tried to budget, even for individual 
expenditure. And most people have given 
it up. 

Aekwnd things happen: as when 
husband and wife agree to spend no more 
than £1 on Christmas presents for each 
other, and Mrs. X, totally unable to resist 
the picture of Mr. X in a three guinea silk 
dressing gown, spends on her husband the 
whole sum allotted to family agate 
while Mr. X, faithfully keeping the agree- 
ment, presents his wife with one pair of 
15s. silk stockings. 

In such circumstances the budget goes 
west and good-will often follows it out of 
the window. | 


IMPORTANT FACTOR 


The point that most budgeteers forget 
is that the whole problem involves more 
psychological than mathematical factors. 
The spirit in which yon budget matters 
much more than getting full value in 
goods for every penny of outlay, much 
more even than getting the books to 
balance precisely every week or month as 
the case may be. 

A frequent objection to the suggestion: 
§* Shall we budget ?’’ is that the income is 
so small there is no scope for saving, But 
suppose you budget not with the notion 
of saving for a rainy day, but with the 
far more attractive aim of ‘buying. what 
you want in sunny days? 

Some families have found this change of 
viewpoint makes all the difference between 
being driven to aspirin (or worse) by 
accounts and really enjoying an income to 
the full,

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A group of American families recently 
tried this scheme and found it work. 

First, to get the right angle on the 
problem, they reckoned up what amount 
the breadwinner was likely to earn be- 
tween, say, the ages of 35 and 65. Take a 
man earning £500 a year, and suppose, 
for the sake of simplicity, that his annual 
income does not increase. Then between 
35 and 65 he will earn £15,000—quite a 


nice sum of money that! It looks as if

paid for without everlasting worry. ~  &

Heartened by this forward glance, the 
families in question then divided the 
family income into two main funds, called 
Necessities and Rewards. The objection- 
able word savings is omitted, and with it 
goes the uneasy feeling of a schoolmaster 
standing over you to check every item of 
expenditure with nasty reminders of the 
rainy day. : 

Necessities “include food, clothing, 
housing, insurance, income tax, and all 
fixed expenditures, such as car upkeep, 
payments on debts, etc. Everything else 
—with one exception to be mentioned 
shortly—comes under the Reward Fund, 
including such obvious items as a new car, 
holidays, provision for retirement and the 
less obvious one of education for the 
children. Doctors’ bills and. dentists’ 
bills must come out of Rewards too. 

But there is a third fund—much smaller 
than Necessities and Rewards, yet equally 
important—called the Oil Fund. It pro- 
vides “oil for troubled waters,’’ the 
margin that allows for an: extravagant 
purchase of something not really needed, 
or the reckless lending of a few pounds to 
a friend who will never remember to pay 
it back! 

And it may include, too, a regular 
allowance for ‘lame dogs *—‘‘ charity ”’ 
is a word I detest.

would be to keep this as a fourth fund: if 
you give regularly quite a small amount 
to lame dogs or good causes it is amazing 
how much can be done. 


TRIAL AND ERROR 


Then there arises the question of the 
proportion of income to be allotted to 
each fund. Here there must be a period 
of trial and error to allow for individual 
idiosyncrasies. 

But, to begin with, food, clothing and 
housing should not exceed 60 per cent. of 
income. To this add insurance, etc., and 
your necessities fund ought to receive 
about 70 per cent. of the total. 

The great bulk of the remaining 50 per 
cent. goes into rewards—and is saved. 
The rewards fund is only cut into for items 
like illness, holidays and education—for 
on te long view education is a 
‘‘temiporary’’ expenditure. Whatever 
remains is deposited in the savings bank 
each week or month, and, when this 
amounts to any considersble amount it is 
invested. 

As trial figures for the Necessities Fund, 
the following are sh bagel 30 pet cent. 
for housing (to include rent, watér, gas, 
electricity, firing, laundry, fire insurance, 
telephone, maid’s wages, cleaning, repairs, 
etc.); 16 per cent. for food (excluding 
husband’s lunch in town); 14 per cent. 
for clothing, divided between husband and 
wife and children, in the proportion 4, 
6, 4. 

It not only saves confusion, but adds 
enormously to the interest of joint 
budgeting, if husband and wife have each 
a separate bank account and a separate 
account book, At the end of the month 
the books are balanced, and any amount 
unaccounted for is written off as error, if 
it is under £1, Then for the next month 
each fund receives a contribution, even? 
if it only comes to 5s. |

A PRIVATE BARGAIN 


Mr. Lynn, for the respondent, submitted 
that, by virtue of the Railways Act, 1924, 
it was impossible for the company to make 
any bargain about wages except by agree- 
ment through a trade union, a copy of such 
agreement being filed with the Mimister for 
Industry and Commerce. A private bargain 
for a higher or lower rate of wages would 
have no validity. Even if there had been a 
new contract in writing in this case, it would 
be invalid, because the only terms and con- 
ditions under which a worker could be em- 
ployed were those set out m the agreements 
made between the unions and the company. 
In fact, the plaintiff did not acquiesce in the 
arrangement which the company attempted 
to impose, and he protested against it 
throughout the period in which he was 
employed after the age of 20. The claim 
that there had been a new contract was 
not made by the company during that 
period, and was not set out in their defence 
and grounds of appeal, and it did not appear 
in the correspondence. 

The company had secured the exemption 
of the plaintiff and other workers from the 
provisions of the Unemployment Insurance 
Act on the ground that they were on the 
permanent staff, but, notwithstamdimg that, 
the company claimed the right to dismiss 
any and every worker in their employment, 
as the plamtiff had been dismissed.

Great importance is attached in Geneva 
to the meeting which took-place this even- 
ing between Mr. Eden and M. Delbos, the 
French Foreign Minister. A French 
official spokesman this evening said that 
the questions which M. Delbos proposed 
to discuss with the Foreign Secretary 
were :— 

(1) The Alexandretta question—now 
the subject of dispute between France and 
Turkey. 

(2) The European situation. 

(3) The negotiations with Germany. 

(4) The question of revision of the 
Covenant. 

(5) Security. 

This spokesman emphasised the entire 
agreement of the French Government with 
the views put forth by Mr. Eden in his 
speech in the House of Commons. Last 
night’s conversations between M. Blum 
and Mr. Eden in Paris had, he added, 
revealed the complete accord of the two 
countries in all questions under review. 

France, added the spokesman, is not in 
the position of a suitor. She is not ask- 
ing for things for herself. She is ready 
to collaborate with all countries, and that 
without any mental reservation, for the 
consolidation of international peace. 

It may be added that the French are 
looking to Mr. Eden using his good offices 
with Turkey to facilitate a settlement of 
the Alexandretta question.

CEILING FALLS 


Greatest damage was caused by the 
explosion at the Ministry of Education. 
The Secretary to the Minister of Educa- 
tion and several leaders of the National 
Anti-Communist Legion had lucky escapes 
from injury “hen a ceiling fell on their 
heads. A meeting of the Legion was being 
held at the time. 

Dr. Mario Pais de Sousa, Minister of 
the Interior, who visited the damaged 
places immediately after the explosions, 
said later that the outrages were a reflex cf 
the international disorder, and particularly 
of events in Spain. Portugal was quite 
correct in her notes on non-intervention 
in Spain when she stated that the country 
was threatened by Communists, he added. 
“The events of last night were pro- 
voked by foreigners, aided by bad 
Portuguese,’’ the Minister also remarked.

The police detained an Englishman and 
13 other men and women who were inside 
a house where an explosion occurred.

Heavy rains and melting mountain 
snow to-day swelled the serious floods in 
the middle-west and south-east, which 
already have rendered 20,000 persons 
homeless in these areas, and threaten to 
become more disastrous than in the 
black year of 1913. Miles of land in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Maryland, Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, 
Tennessee, Missouri and Arkansas are 
covered by swirling yellow waters. 
Throughout the Ohio Valley thousands 
of inhabitants have been forced . to, 
abandon their homes and seek refuge on 
high ground, while others are banding 
together in a desperate endeavour to 
bolster up the dykes and embankments. 
In Cincinatti the Ohio River already 
has done a million dollars’ worth of 
damage to property, and still is mounting 
relentlessly. At 10 o’clock this morning 
it rose to a height of 63.1 feet, which is 
11 feet above 
six inches from the highest level ever 
recorded. 

Further upstream, at Portsmouth, the 
flood waters are lapping the top of the 
town’s 60-foot, million dollar flood wall, 
and the 13,000 residents are preparing to 
evacuate.

DOCTOR’S EXPERIENCE 


A doctor who was down the pit for 
nearly four hours said on reaching the 
surface: ‘‘ On the way to the scene of the 
explosion 1 met one man who was badly 
burned, but still alive. He was struggling 
to get to the pit shaft. I treated him and 
he was taken to the pithead and removed 
to hospital. 

“Then in the underground road we 
came across four men who were dead. 
After that the rescue parties would not 
allow me to go any nearer the scene of the 
explosion, which they had to reach by a 
roundabout route, because there was no 


chance of the other men being alive. This 
proved to be the case. 
The rescue parties and miners did 


splendid work. The bodies were badly 
burned. The men who got out safely were 
all on the fringe of the explosion.’’ 


WITHOUT WARNING 

Ambrose Boyd, of Duckmanton, who 
escaped from the pit after the explosion, 
said to a reporter: “ Without warning 
there was a ‘bump,’ immediately followed 
by a terrific gush of wind in the pit, 
which knocked me over like a ninepin. 
The air was filled with dust and I could 
neither .see nor hear any of my chums, 

“After a little I pulled myself together 
and found I was able to walk, and in 


‘the darkness I managed to get to the pit 


bottom. The explosion occurred about a 
mile from the shaft, and I was at the far 
end when it happened.’’ 

H. Smith, of Boolsbrook road. Duch- 
manton, said that he owed his escape to 
stopping on his way to the coal face to 
eat an orange which his wife had given 
him. He went on to help the injured, 
took his shirt off and put it,on one of the 
men who was very badly burned. 


HELMETS BLOWN OFF - 
J. Wilkinson, of Duchmanton, said that 
he was standing in the haulage.gate, with 


gust which blew off their tin helmets and 
caused them to stagger back. Dust and 
grit were flying about, and they could not 
see for ten minutes, not even the glimmer 
of the lights from the safety lamps in 
their hands. 

They gave the alarm, went to the scene 
of the explosion, and rendered every 
possible help. The first man they came 
to was Ralph Marsden, of Duchmanton, 
who complained that he was “ frozen 
wae.

PILOT LOST WITH

CAPTAIN’S STORY OF 
THE RESCUE

A N aeroplane-flying from Liverpool 

to Belfast yesterday came down 
in the sea twenty-five miles from the 
Mersey Bar, the pilot, Captain Eric 
George Stewart, being lost with the 
machine, while the mechanic, Cyril 
Poole, was saved by the Belfast- 
bound steamer Corrib. 

The ’plane had left Liverpool at 
10 a.m., and when several hours had 
passed without any news of its arrival 
at Belfast there was a certain amount 
of fear for the safety of its crew. 
Shipping and aircraft were asked to 
keep a look-out for the machine. . 

Late last night, while lifeboats still were 
searching for the ’plane in the Irish Sea, 
it became known that the Corrib had 
picked up one of its crew, and first reports 
were that it was Captain Stewart who had 
been saved. The body of the mechanic was 
stated to have been picked up by a small 
vessel which was making for the Isle of 
Man. 

When the Corrib arrived in Belfast 
shortly after midnight it was found that 


He was found to be suffering from immer- 
sion, and he was taken at once to the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, where he has 
been detained. His condition is not 
serious. 

The Captain of the Corrib, Mr. Archi- 
bald Wilson, told a graphic story of the 
rescue. He said that he saw the ’plane, 
evidently in difficulties and endeavouring 
to come to the surface as near to his ship 
as possible. He also manceuvred the ship 
to approach the aeroplane, which even- 
tually struck the water some little distance 


away. 
CLINGING TO WINGS 


Poole was wearing life-saving apparatus, 
and left the aeroplane after it had landed 
on the water; but the pilot, Captain 
George Stewart, appeared to cling to the 
wings. A boat was launched from the 
Corrib and picked up Poole, but not before 
he had been in the water for forty-five 
minutes. 

Every effort was made to reach the 
‘plane and save the pilot, but some time 
before the arrival of the boat the 'plane 
disappeared into the sea, which was at 
the time extremely rough. 

Poole was taken on board, where he was 
found to be suffering from extreme cold, 
and everything possible was done for him 
pending his arrival in Belfast. 

The ’plane is owned by ’Plane Adver- 
tising, Ltd., of Brettenham House, London, 
and the two men were the only occupants. 

Apparently Captain Stewart met with 
trouble when he was over the sea, for a 
pilot of the Blackpool and West Coast 
Services reported that he had seen the 
“plane flying towards Liverpool and not 
away from the city.” 


MECHANIC’S STORY 


Poole said to a reporter this morning: 
“We ran into very bad weather soon 
after leaving Liverpool, and an aeroplane 
which was following us turned back. Cap- 
tain Stewart, how ver, decided that he 
would continue the journey to Belfast. It 
seemed apparent to me that there was 
little likelihood of us weathering the 
storm. 

“ Wind and rain in terrific gusts forced 
us down towards the water, and sometimes 
we were within a yard or two of the sea. 
which was boiling to the tune of an eighty 
miles an hour gale. 

“I could see disaster was ahead, and 
so I adjusted my lifebelt. Then I handed 
a lifebelt to Captain Stewart, but he said, 
‘I don’t think I’ll bother with it now.’ 
Hardly had he said that than the machine 
struck the sea with a terrific smash quite 
near to a collier which we had been trying 
to reach, 

“I was swept away immediately, but 
my lifebelt kept me afloat, and then 
anothiér wave washed me against the struts 
of the ’plane, which I grasped. Then I 
became unconscious. The next thing I 
knew was that the crew of « boat were 
pulling me out of the water.” 


HOW RESCUE WAS 
EFFECTED 


The Corrib, which does not carry wire- 
less, reported her rescue to the Pen May, 
an Isle of Man steamer. 

The skipper of the Ben May saw the 
Corrib circling round, and drew alongside 
to inquire whether he could be of assist- 
ance. He was told that the Corrib had 
launched a boat and had picked up one 
man, but could not find another. 

For, an hour the two boats searched in 
heavy seas, but they could find no trace 
of the aeroplane. The Ben May proceeded 
to Castletown, Isle of Man, where the 
rescue was reported. 

Captain Stewart, a London man, Was 
an old and experienced pilot—he had a 
master’s pilot certificate, and had 
been on the route for quite a long 


time. The mechanic, Cyril Poole, is a 
west countryman. He has been living in 
London.

EARS of gangrene were expressed 

here to-night, following the. 
serious turn in the Pope’s condition. 
His condition is generally agreed to 
be “: precarious.’’ 

The Pope is again stated to be 
suffering from asthma, and difficulty 
in breathing caused some anxiety, as 
it puts an extra strain on the action 
of the heart. i ! 

Defective circulation is the prin- 
cipal cause of the pain in his leg. 
Blood is not reaching the muscles in 
sufficient quantities, It is in conjunc- 
tion with the varicose ulcers in both 
legs that the setting in of a gan- 
grenous condition is feared. 

Anxious inquiries as to his condi- 
tion were made at the Vatican to-day 
by the various Embassies and Lega- 
tions attached to the Holy See. The 
British Legation was among the in- 
quirers. 

The Pope passed one of the worst 
nights in his illness last night. He 
had virtually no sleep, and the 
pains in his leg increased sharply. 
é They are worse than atrocious,”’ 
he said. ‘* There is no word in the 
dictionary to describe them.” 

He eventually went off to sleep at 

about 6 o’clock, and Dr. Milani, who 
came to see him shortly afterwards, 
did not wake him.

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—Mr. Roosevelt’s inaugural ad- 
dress has put an end to all the speculation 
current eves since the November election 
as to whether he would turn to the Right 
or to the Left during his second term of 
office.. He is plainly determined to do 
neither one nor the other, but just go 
straight on. 

An inaugural address is not a King’s 
speech ; it is expected to outline a general 
policy, not to announce. particular 
measures. All the same, there is some 
criticism of the President in the American 
Press, because he was content, on this 
occasion to define his objective without 
specifying how he proposed to attain it. 
In particular. there is comment upon his 
failure to deal with the constitutional 
issue, which he again avoided, as he 
avoided it during the election and in the 
various speeches he has made since. Yet 
in the end it will have to be faced, for 
the general effect of the judgments 
delivered by the Supreme Court upon the 
aspects of the “New Deal ” which have 
been brought before it has been to deny 
that the Federal Government has the con- 
titutional authority to concern itself with 
the general social welfare. Some of its 
judgments seem to deny such authority 


also to the State Governments and 
Legislatures, and thus to create 
a complete hiatus. All these, it will be 
remembered, were majority verdicts 


generally, with five judges on one side 
and four on the other. The President 
does not regard the majority view as 
sound. He contends that the fathers of 
the Constitution set up a strong Govern- 
ment, with powers of united action, the 
purpose of which was to promote the 
general welfare and to secure the blessings 
of liberty, and he argues that, as the 
intricacies of social relations increased, 
so the power to govern them must also 
increase. 

The Constitution of 1787 did not, he 
said, make our democracy impotent. But 
he does not indicate any way by which 
the Supreme Court can be brought to this 
way of thinking: Possibly he hopes that 
the Court’s interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion may be affected by the expression of 
public opinion at the election, just as 
representative associations of business 
interests have declared themselves ready, 
after the election, to co-operate in the 
improvement of industrial conditions. 
Possibly he has in mind some method of 
attaining his ends without challenging 
the Court. In any case, after his uncom- 
promising declaration of his goal the 
world will watch with interest and sym- 
pathy the steps by which he endeavours 
to reach it.

A PUBLIC meeting, held in 

Wynn’s Hotel, Lower Abbey 
street, Dublin, last night, by resolu- 
tion approved of the formation of the 
Dublin Citizens’ Traffic Association, 
which had been inaugurated at a 
meeting held in November, and also 
approved the officers and committee 
then elected. 


OBJECTS IN VIEW 


Dr. Lorcan G. Sherlock, who presided, 
said that the purpose of the Association 
was to arouse the interest of citizens, and 
through them the public bodies and the 
authorities, on the condition of things in 
relation to traffic. He thought every 
reasonable person would agree that the 
position was a serious one, and it was 
growing a bigger and more serious problem 
every day. This new Association was en- 
deavouring to concentrate public attention 
on the need for providing two extra bridges 
across the River Liffey—one opening up the 
east side of the city from north 
to south, and the other opening up the 
western district—and on the necessity for 
new and wider streets to enable them to 
get rid of the bottle neck thoroughfares 
which were at many places strangling the 
tlow of traffic in the city. 

Business men knew the cost that delays 
in transit meant to them, and what loss 
they and their assistants sustained in the 
loss of time. That loss would go on in- 
creasing while they had the conditions at 
present existing. They recognised that 
their projects “would involve much capital 
expenditure, and that they could not be 
achieved without delay, but they must 
utilise all the-influence they had to educate. 
the public to the necessity of having these 
things done at the earliest possible 
moment. 

He knew that the Corporation had other 
matters before them involving enormous 
expenditure, and that the proposals of the 
Association could only be dealt with, from 
their viewpoint, as of secondary con- 
sideration. He was aware that the Garda 
authorities were in consultation with the 
city authorities on this matter of traffic and 
transit in their streets. The Association 
could play the important part of holding 
a watching brief and keeping the Corpora- 
tion informed on this problem of traffic. 


THE NEW REGULATIONS 


The new regulations for the control of 
traffic would shortly be published, and they 
were going to be an important matter, 
involving individual citizens. They might 
have regulations regarding one way streets, 
which would be an important matter 
for the arrassed shopkeeper. He 
thought that before anything was 
done in that direction the views of 
shopkeepers in the particular streets 
should be taken. The regulations with 
regard to parking would also give rise to 
a great deal of difficulty. Motor traffic 
was increasing by leaps and bounds, and 
they might reach the point where, because 
of the difficulty of parking, a man might 
not be able to use his car at all. . If that 
happened, a vital blow would be given 
to the development of the motor trade. 

But he wanted to make it clear that 
that was not a motorists’ association— 
it was nothing of the kind. . One thing 
they wanted recognised was that if the 


motorist had rights he also had his 
responsibilities. They were all— 
motorists, cyclists and  pedestrians— 


entitled to use the roads, and, equally, 
they all had “their responsibilities. In 
this respect they wanted definite stopping 
places for ’buses and trams, and that 
these stopping places would not be as 
they were at the moment, in the most in- 
convenient and dangerous places. 


law, and appreciate that they must cycle 
within a certain distance of the kerb. In 
far too many cases they had motorists, in 
an effort to avoid cyclists who were too 
far out, running down and injuring other 
people. There had been a couple of fatal 
accidents on the North Strand caused by 
motorists swerving to avoid cyclists. 
Pedestrians, too, ought to recognise that 
jay-walking should be indulged in in the 
Pheenix Park or the Hill of Howth, but 
not in the city streets or roads.

A TRAFFIC SURVEY 


Seconding the motion, Mr. F. M. 
Summerfield said that it was not the duty 
of any one section more than another to 
face seriously this traffic problem. It is 
not a matter merely for the motorist or 
the cyclist or the pedestrian, but one for 
all of them who were definitely affected by 
it. They should all unite in making a 
traffic survey of the city, and see whether 
they were making the best use of the 
arteries they had at present. He did not 
think, personally, that they were, and 
they would not get any improvement by 
haphazard methods. They must unite on 
a common plan. In the city of Birming- 
ham they had faced this problem, and he 
was agreeably surprised recently to see 
the methods they had adopted there to 
handle the heavy traffic. 

They in Dublin could profit by what had 
been done in cities across the Channel, 
but in Dublin the traffic was really motion- 
less.

‘At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board yesterday, at which Captain 
A. 8. Gordon, Vice-Chairman, presided, 

Mr. T. O'Connor said that at the last 
meeting Major Hollwey had stated that a 
statement, made in a letter from the Federa- 
tion of Irish Industries with reference to 
loading cargo on board liners anchoring in 
Dublin Bay, was inaccurate. He did not 
think that the Federation had said that they 
were ‘‘prevented’’ from loading cargo, but 
they wanted the facilities that exporters had 
at Galway and Cove. So far as he knew 
from the regulations governing the taking of 
goods on liners in Dublin Fay, they were only 
permitted to take personal luggage, which 
included motor cars. There wag nothing 
permitting goods to be loaded on liners. As 
Major Hollwey’s statement was wrong and 
misleading, it should be withdrawn. 

Major Hollwey said that if he had made 
an inaccurate and wrong statement he with- 
drew it unreservedly. The statement was 
made that liners could not load cargo in 
Dublin Bay. He merely wanted to make it 
clear that if they loaded cargo they would 
have to pay dues the same as if they came 
into the port, They could not take on cargo 
while paying passenger dues only. 

Mr. O'Connor said he was satisfied with 
the withdrawal. 


DEATH OF MGR. DELABAR 
———- 4 ----— : 


The recent death of Monsignor Delabar robs 
the French Church of a very distinguished 
priest. Charles-Marie Delabar, who was 
born on-April 6, 1867, was ordained priest in 
1890, after a very distinguished career as a 
student. Up to 1896 he was Professor of 
Philosophy at the Little Seminary of Verdun, 
and then was promoted to be Professor of 
Philosophy, Theology and Ecclesiastical 
History at the Great Seminary. In 1903 he 
was made confidential secretary of Monsignor 
Dubois, Bishop of Verdun. He accompanied 
the Monsignor when he was made Vicar 
General at Bourges and at Rouen, then at 
Paris. In 1922 he was made titular canon, 
and director of free education in 1930. In the 
same year he was made a protonotary apostolic, 
and undertook the editorship of the Zcole, a 
review. He was honorary canon of Verdun, 
Bourges, Rouen, Nimes and Digne; a Com- 
mander of the Order of the Holy Sepulchre, 
and of Polonia Restituta. He was titular to 
many other Orders and the Diocesan Superior 
of many religious congregations.
